It is interesting to note that two Ericsson Cup clubs are looking at moving their home ground to attract 
more support. 


Sydney United has already played two matches at the Parramatta Stadium.They drew a healthy crowd of 
over 10,000 against the Strikers. Their following home game, against the attractive Lakers only attracted 
half the previous gate at Edensor Park.That made their minds up and their next home game was trans- 

y ferred to Parramatta.The result, a crowd of 11,614 against the Stallions. 


Obviously, Parramatta Stadium is more accessable to the Sydney sporting public than the hard to find, 
Edensor Park. But behind the move is the desire by the Pumas board, now headed by John Hewson, to 
move the club into the main stream Sydney public, and away from their reliance on one ethnic social 


group.

Down south, the Melbourne Knights, struggling with poor support and looking to a future where a ram- 
pant Carlton will be aiming for its share of the soccer public, is looking to try out the interest in 

| Geelong. While close to Melbourne, Geelong has its own identity and a strong sporting rivaly with teams 
‘| from the Victorian capital. It supports an AFL licence and a basketball franchise and has had a soccer 
team in the southern division of the Youth League. The facts so far are encouraging: 5,075 turned up at 
Kardinia Park, Geelong to watch the Knights play Brisbane.This compares to a crowd of 2,680 for the 
corresponding fixture last season. 


AUCKLAND FOR THE ERICSSON CUP ? 

Of interest has been the moves to support a New Zealand entry into the Ericsson Cup. The team. which 
would be based in Auckland, is the center of discussions involving New Zealand National League sides, 
the New Zealand EA. and Soccer Australia. 


New Zealand Deputy chairman, Rex Dawkins, has no doubt that an Auckland team would be competi- 
tive in the Ericsson Cup and the team would easily attract crowds of six to ten thousand. 


Those opposed to this move point to the nationalistic argument that we would be helping the Kiwis 
prepare for a World Cup qualifing defeat of Australia. 


Such negative comments fail to look at the broad picture. This argument assumes that the purpose of 
the Ericsson Cup is to prepare the Socceroos for the World Cup. This is obviously not the case. It fails to 
appreciate that the league needs to be appealing to a broad market so as to expand its spectator base, 
corporate support, and an appeal to TV. sports viewers, 


If nothing else, trans Tasman rivalry would increase the appeal of the competition. This would certainly 
increase the attraction of the Ericsson Cup to commercial T.V. and the business sector. The addition of 
another strong team that is well supported because it represents the asperations of a region , would 
help to raise the profile of our game. This inturn this will assist the long term viability of the clubs 
ibecause the competition is attracting interest; positioning the game so that it appeals to a greater audi- 
jence. We need only look at the positives that Perth’s inclusion has had on the competition to see an 
‘example of the benefits that Auckland will have. The arguments for expansion across the Tasman are 
.compelling.
